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STATE OF VERMONT 
CONTRACT AMENDMENT 

 
It is hereby agreed by and between the State of Vermont, Department of Vermont Health Access (the 
"State") and Change Healthcare Technologies LLC., with a principal place of business in Alpharetta, 
Georgia (the "Contractor") that the contract between them originally dated as of December 10, 2017, 
Contract # 36706, as amended to date, (the “Contract”) is hereby amended as follows:
